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Recisonsfor Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
prior art of record does not anticipate or render obvious an SRAM memory cell 
in an integrated circuit device substantially as claimed. For example, as 
discussed in the Office action mailed on 28 February 2005, the closest prior art 
of record, Ikeda et al. - US 5,754,467 (Ikeda), discloses an SRAM memory cell 
in an integrated circuit device. The memory cell, a bi- stable flip-flop cell, 
comprises a first capacitor and a second capacitor respectively coupled to a 
data storage node and a data bar storage node (fig. 3; col. 1 1, lines 6-14; and 
col. 14, lines 55-67), wherein the first and second capacitors comprise a first 
conductor layer overlying a second conductor layer with a dielectric layer 
between the first and second conductor layers (fig. 2 and col. 14, lines 55-67). 
While Ikeda discloses a first capacitor and a second capacitor respectively 
coupled to a data storage node and a data bar storage node, Ikeda does not 
anticipate, teach or suggest a first capacitor and a second capacitor 
respectively coupled to a data storage node and a data bar storage node by a 
via or contact layer, as recited in claim 14. There is no teaching or suggestion 
within the prior art of record to modify Ikeda by coupling the first and the 
second capacitor, respectively, to a data storage node and a data bar storage 
node by a via or contact layer substantially as claimed.
